Washington, Octobers, 1900.— 

There has been anotner turn of 
the Chinese kaleidoscope, and 
now everything points to a peace' 
ful settlement with China by tho 
powers. The threat of hidepend 
eat action by this government 
and the actual steps taken in that 
direction resulted m awakening 
the other powers to the necessity 
for some aort of concerted action, 

If a big war was to be averted, 
aod the refusal to support prop¬ 
ositions made in turn by Russia, 

Germany and Franc* showed 
that it would be easy. The Chi¬ 
nese government added mate 
rially to the chances for a diplo 
malic settlement when it ordered 
the punishment of Prince Tuan 
and other prominent Chinese of¬ 
ficials known to have been large¬ 
ly responsible for the Boxer up 
rising and its hioeous atrocities, 
because it thereby strengthened 
the position the United States 
baa occupied from the first, that 
the Chinese Empire should cot 
be dismembered, and made h 
easier for the other powers to 
come around to the same posi¬ 
tion. Secretary Hsy will cot say 
what has been done or will bo 
done by the powers, although 
it is known that he {has impor 
taot information on the subject— 
information that has brought 
smiles to the faces of all the of¬ 
ficials in Washington, from the 
President down,
